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PREFACE. 


The  Author  of  this  Question  Book  aims  at  the  following 
objects: 

First,  To  secure  a  book  for  the  whole  school,  that  all 
may  have  one  lesson,  and  yet  all  have  that  lesson  so 
arranged  as  to  be  suited  to  each  grade  in  the  school. 
This  is  done  by  having  every  question  answered  simply 
(which  answer  the  smaller  children  will  commit),  with 
references  for  larger  children  to  look  out,  and  suggestions 
and  reading  lessons  for  the  teacher  to  use  and  apply  as 
may  be  thought  best.  We  trust  the  book  will  be  found 
simple,  elementary,  and  progressive,  all  at  once. 

Secondly,  To  present  each  Sunday  some  one  simple  idea 
which  the  child's  mind  can  grasp,  in  a  manner  distinct 
and  clear,  yet  associated  with  the  services  for  that  day, 
and  illustrated  from  Scripture. 

Thirdly,  To  show  also  where  the  idea  is  to  be  found  in 
the  Catechism,  or  in  that  system  of  Christian  nurture 
which  the  Church  enforces. 

The  Author  trusts  that  Sunday-school  teachers  will  find 
the  questions  and  answers  both  systematic  and  practical. 

If  these  objects  are  secured  the  purpose  of  the  Author 
is  met.

of  our  prayers  is  declared  to  be  to  this  end:  "  that  we  may 
cast  off  the  ^vorks  of  darkness  now  in  the  time  of  this  mortal 
life  in  which  Christ  came  to  visit  us  in  great  humility,  and 
that  in  the  last  day,  when  He  shall  come  again  in  His  glorious 
majesty  to  judge  both  the  quick  and  dead,  we  may  rise 
through  Him  to  the  life  immortal."!
